Little noise is heard regarding the 
postponed annual meeting of the Sierra 
Aladre Water Company, to be held next 
Thursday evening. All efforts have been 
concentrated on the task of getting out 

■ a full representation of the stock. 

Two-thirds of the total stock must 
vote favorably to carry the proposition 
to sell the company’s holdings to the 
city. An unrepresented share of stock 
is equivalent to a negative vote. The 
importance of a full attendance is thus 
easily understood. 

Conviction that the transfer to the 
city, with municipal operation of the 
water system is the logical thing to lie 
done, seems to have Ik'cii sinking into 
the minds of almost every one. Some 
of the smaller stockholders who have 
seemed unalterably opposed to the trans¬ 
fer have announced their intention to 
vote favorably. Hopes are entertained 
that practically all of the larger stock¬ 
holders who have been uncertain in their 
stand will line up with the big majority 
which favors municipal ownership. 

Secretary Perry of the Water Com¬ 
pany lias been busy sending out “second 
notices” and reminders to those stock¬ 
holders who have not yet sent in prox¬ 
ies. and others have done much personal 
work to obviate the danger of defeat 
through over confidence and lack of rep¬ 
resentation. All persons who do not 
expect to be present in person should 
mail their proxies to the secretary at 
once, that the roll of stock to be 
voted may lx* made up in advance of the 
meeting and valuable time lx* saved.

never gone to congress with a single 
business - increasing proposition.” The 
second-class publications do not ask, and 
of course should not receive, any sub¬ 
sidy from the government. They should 
be. and are. willing to pay their full eost 
of handling and transportation, but not 
when that eost is based on graft. If the 
express companies can handle, say half 
the more than a million a week edition 
of the Saturday Evening Post for less 
than one cent a pound and make a profit 
thereon, why cannot the postoffice make 
a profit oil one cent ? Of course, the 
answer to that question is the same 
as the answer to the other query, Why 
cannot the United tSates have a parcel 
post delivery? The big financiers who 
are interested in the express companies 
have their heavy hands on the postoffice 
department. There would seem to be 
no other answer. 


POSTAL COMPARISONS AND 
A QUERY 

Graphic.—Why can letters, newspapers 
and magazines lie carried cheaper in 
Canada than in the United States? Dis¬ 
tances are a> great, population is 
sparser, the contour of the surface is 
even more difficult to traverse, and the 
climate is nowhere so moderate in Can¬ 
ada as in the greater part of the United 
States, vet sealed letters are carried for 
one cent and the rate on newspapers is 
one-quarter of a cent a pound instead 
of one cent as here. The total revenue 
of the Canadian postoffiee was only a 
little more than eleven million dollars 
last year, while ours was in excess of 
.$224,000,000. The Canadian postoffice 
earned a profit of nearly three-quarters 
of a million, while ours made a deficit 
of about $6,000,000. 

Apparently, there is only one answer 
to these facts, and that answer spells 
graft. If there is another answer, it is 
Postmaster General Hitchcock’s province 
to set it forth. Canadian postal em¬ 
ployes are as well paid as those on this 
side the boundary line, and they do not 
have to work such long hours. Truth is 
the United States postoffice has beer 
conducted, for many years, as an 
adjunct of certain rather securely in¬ 
trenched private interests. The absurd¬ 
ity. if not the venality, of Mr. Hitch¬ 
cock’s claim that the second-class rate 
of one cent a pound is unprofitable, is 
readily apparent when it is known that 
the express companies now handle a 
large part of that business on a basis 
profitable to themselves at a rate less 
than the one cent charged by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

To trace a clear path through the 
mire of all the intricate postoffice scan¬ 
dals is impossible for anyone not a 
specialist in that work, but it seems 
clear that when Messrs. Taft and Hitch¬ 
cock propose to raise the magazine rate 
to four cents a pound, they do so merely 
to play into the hands of the express 
companies. The result would be—if 
congress raised the rate—to throw all 
the second-class business, except the 
dailies, to the express companies, and 
enable them to charge a much higher 
rate than that for which they are now 
willing to perform the service. The fact 
is that under federal law now enforced 
as to letter mail, hut forgotten as to 
publications, the express companies are 
illegally carrying a large portion of the 
-t eond-class business that belongs ex¬ 
clusively to the United States pustoffior 
service.

That antagonism which has been sup¬ 
posed to exist Iietween women and the 
ballot has disappeared; that women 
want to vote upon questions that per¬ 
tain to her welfare as well as to that 
of the male voter, is evidenced by her 
activity in civic affairs, in educational 
matters, and in her support of woman 
suffrage. 

Not only does her attitude toward her 
community, in which she does not vote, 
prove it. but statistics from the five 
-dates where she does vote, prove it. 
Where she hasn’t it. she is working for 
it. and where she has it. he uses it. 

Here in California, where both houses 
of the legislature voted by a large nui- 
ority to submit the suffrage amend¬ 
ment to the voters, an educational cam 
puign has been undertaken wherein the 
general intelligence of women, the good 
work of the five suffrage states, the 
force of influence of women in a com¬ 
munity. the position of women in eco¬ 
nomic work, and the progress of our 
country at large, will be placed before 
the reading public of the state.

These organizations, the Po¬ 
litical Equality League, the Votes for

FREE WATER IN CLEVELAND 

I he people of Cleveland are to be sup 
; plied with water free of charge, the co¬ 
ot service to be paid for out of general 
taxation. Ibis system is advocated by 
some health authorities, who conten 1 
that water is a necessity to the health 
and cleanliness and general welfare if 
the people of the city, and that its cost 
should lie met out of general taxation. 
Many European cities, particularly on 
the continent, make no charge for water 
rates. The experiment has been tri,>d 
in a few cities in this country, and it 
lias not resulted in the wasC-Ld use ( ,t 
water that many have expect’d, it is 
sometimes argued that water used 
-uutly for household purposes lioidd be 
provided free, but that water for lawns 
and (lowers should pay by meter. Others 
contend that tlie beauty of grounds are 
enjoyed by all. and the cultivated yards 
and open spaces benefit tie* people. 
When tin* Los Angeles water system 
was taken over by the municipality Fred 
Eaton, who was running for mayor at 
the time, proposed that it should be sup¬ 
ported by taxation, not by rates 1 bus 
far. however, the water system has not 
only paid its own expenses, hut it lias 
also paid interest and principal on the 
indebtedness incurred by its ' pirc'uiso. 
In addition to that it has made many 
payments on the Owens ICvcr indebtpil¬
